Major Issues Indicate Elections 
One Of Nation’s Most Important

At the m oment he may 
ieel sincere but the next day, 
without the privacy of a date, 
the soft lights or sw eet m usic, 
he may not feel nearly so r o ­ 
m antic. Most teen-age girls 
want to believe what was told 
them the night before and are 
crushed when they learn the boy 
in question really didn’t mean 
it. 
G irls are som etim es guilty of 
this kind of duplicity too. A 
girl will go all out to make a 
boy believe she is sim ply over­ 
whelm ed by his strength, p e r­ 
sonality, cleverness, or w hat­ 
ev e r. The boy som etim es m is­ 
takes this for re a l affection and 
believes he is the only one who 
im p resses that g irl so much. 
L ater it develops that she feels 
that way about a num ber of oth­ 


er boys too. The one who takes 
her too seriously is going to feel 
terribly let down. 
The basic fault is not with the 
teller of these flattering, n ice- 
to-hear things. It is with the lis ­ 
tener. In boy-girl relationships, 
especially in the early stages 
of their acquaintance, both do 
their best to be charming, ex­ 
citing dating partners, which 
means an exchange of pleasant 
banter and perhaps some over- 
enthusiasm about how thrilled 
they are to be with each other. 
A certain amount of this airy 
exaggeration is present inm ost 
new, 
boy-girl 
acquaintance­ 
ships. They are a natural part 
of dating and generally harm ­ 
less — unless one of the dating 
partners mistakenly believes a 
casual expression of affection is 
an all-tim e truth. 
There are deep psychological 
reasons why a dating partner 
puts forth such an effort to make 
him self, or herself strongly a t­ 
tractive to the other, even one of 
short acquaintance. All of us 
have built-in wishes to be ac­ 
cepted as desirable persons by 
those we meet and in the dating 
relationship the wish is height­ 
ened. 
It 
becomes 
psycho logically 
important to know that one is 
physically attractive too. Both 
boys and girls would like to be­ 
lieve they are irre sistib le to 
the opposite sex and the best 
way to do this is to make the 
dating p artn er believe you are 
sim ply overwhelmed with af­ 
fection. T h at’s why the in ter­ 
change between dating partners 
is so often exaggerated. 
The realization that all you 
hear on a date should not be 
taken too seriously should not 
make you cynical and suspicious 
of everyone you m eet. G ood-na­ 
tured flirting and exaggerated 
expressions of affection are a 
natural part of casual dating. 
All new dating 
relationships 
should be approached with con­ 
fidence but with a little caution, 
too.

Transporting Rules 
Cover Motorcycles 


The California Highway Pa­ 
trol is encountering an increas­ 
ing 
number o' drivers who 
transport their motorcycles un­ 
lawfully, Captain Ruel Blohm 
oí the Patrol’s Red Bluff office 
reported today. 
“ When a motorcycle is load, 
ed on the front or rear of a 
truck 
or 
passenger 
car, it 
shouldn’t interfere with the dis­ 
tribution of light from any of 
the vehicle’s lamps, front or 
rear,*’ the Patrol official said. 
“ It’s Illegal, too, to obscure the 
driver’s vision to the front or 
sides.*’ 
If the motorcycle Is mounted 
on the front of the car or 
truck, it should project no more 
than three feet beyond the bump­ 


er, and no more than two feet 
forward o! fen&trs, cao struc­ 
ture or radiator. 
The motorcycle may project 
as much as six inches beyond 
the fenders on the right side of 
a passengei car, but it’s il­ 
legal for It to project at all or. 
the left side,” he said. 
If a motorcycle is towed, the 
speed lim it is 55 miles per hour. 
The motorcycle should be se­ 
curely mounted on an adequate 
tow mg device. A chain or cable 
must be used in addition to the 
towing device to couple the two 
vehicles, Captain Blohm said. 
During darkness, the towed 
motorcycle must display a red 
tail lamp and a license plate 
lamp.

Tehama Infant Mortality 
About Stole Average 


Tehama CYumty compares fa­ 
vorably in Infant and Fetal M or­ 
tality with California in gen - 
e ra l and the northern Contract 
Counties particularly, acco r­ 
ding to a state health dept, study. 
This is true particularly since 
1965 
and prolwbly also true 
since 1930, although presented 
data does not allow rigid analy­ 
sis of the latter point. 
Since ru ral areas generally 
have an above average infant 
and fetal mortality, the rates 
In Tehama County are an Indi­ 
cation of good care by local 
physicians and health care s e r­ 
vices. 
Infant mortality in California 
was discussed at length by Ed­ 
win w. Jackson, M.D., of the 
Bureau of Maternal and Child 
Health, State oí California, De­ 
partm ent of Public Health, in a 
paper titled "Infant Mortality 
—the Problem In C alifornia." 
It was pointed out that in the 
year 1964, California ranked 
below the national average of 


26 
infant 
deaths 
per 
1,000 
births, 
but 
that rates were 
higher than those of 8 other 
states. 
In view of the second 
highest per capita Income, the 
ranking « i f poorer than expec­ 
ted. 
Internationally, this rate 
com pares favorably with Swe- 
dan, Netherlands, and Norway. 
It was pointed out that C alifor­ 
nia has an Infant survival pat­ 
tern which breaks down to two 
groups. 
Namely: 
Favorable 
low m ortality in the white, mid­ 
dle and uin«r income groups; 
and a high m ortality in the non- 
white, low Income fam ilies. The 
high-risk group also could be 
further broken down into rural 
and urban sub-groupings. The 
high risk group In general had 
greater m ultlpanty, with lose - 
ly spaced births; poor or no 
prenatal care; more low birth 
weight infants; and greater age 
of m others. 
Other "socto-biological**fac­ 
to rs were mentioned. D r. Jack­ 
son pointed out that while urban 


counties In California accounted 
for the greater proportion of 
the infant m ortalities, theover- 
all risk of death was higher 
in rural counties. 
It wat also 
noted (hat racially, die nefro 
death rates were approximately 
twice as great as the white. 
Oriental births showed a rate 
considerably lower than aver­ 
age, 
This certainly points out 
the danger In tuinolng statistics 
as white and non-white. 
D r. 
Jackson also pointed out In a 
1959 study that neo-natal m or­ 
tality rates by hospitals, r e ­ 
vealed that County hospitals had 
a rate of m ortality markedly 
at ove non-county hospitals. 
D ecreases In Infant mortality 
has been 
prim arily due to 
control of infectious disease sin 
the postpartum period. The de­ 
cline has been from 60 to 25 
per 1,092 live births between 
the years 1930-1950. Since that 
time there has only been a mild 
decrease to 20 deaths as per 
1967.

* during the last 24 hours, the U.S. m ilitary said today. A spokesm an 
said tt was the first tim e no fatalities w ere listed In the dally r e ­ 
port alnce the Vietnam buildup started in 1965.** Good news, but 
read the second paragraph 


“ U, S. spokesm en said the lack of reported fatalities did not 
m ean, however, that no Americans died during the period. *We do 
not report men killed by mines or booby traps so the casualties 
could be higher, one noted.'* 


How come a soldier killed by a mine or booby tra p planted by 
the enemy Is not a casualty? It seem s this would be ra th e r hard to 
explain to a widow or a parent. The exclusion from the casualty 
list Is like confining the number of traffic fatalities to only those 
who died in head-on collisions. 


Hit From Right And Left 


The H arris survey this past week brought outw hat, in retro sp ect, 
seem s should have been obvious, but wasn’t. That is that the 
middle of the road is not a comfortable place to be in regard 
to Vietnam. A m ericans, for the most part, are pretty definite 
in thinking that we have no business In being there, and the quicker 
we get out the b etter; or they think we have a job to do there and 
the quicker we get It done the better. 


Both P resident Johnson and President Nixon have appeared 
to be trying to follow 
a middle of the road policy. Johnson 
halted the bombing of the north, and engineered the P a ris talks. 
Nixon has continued the no*boml>lng policy and has started 
troop w ithdraw als. But there has been no announcement of any 
im m inent plans for complete withdrawal. 
Nothing less w ill 
satisfy the anti-w ar group. At the other extrem e, only all-out 
m ilitary effort w ill satisfy those who think any pullback In 
Vietnam w ill mean bloodier fighting some other place later. 


The H arris survey indicated that only 17 percent of A m ericans 
think Nixon’s proposals will ge'; the Communists to end the w ar, 
and only 11 per cent of those v ho voted for George W allace 
la st year think so.

It is at th is w riting a very 
well kept se c re t what exactly 
the P resid en t is going to say to ­ 
day, and the wags are co n ject­ 
uring that the reason nobody 
knows what M r. Nixon is going 
to say is that M r. Nixon d oesn’t 
know what M r. Nixon is going to 
say. W hatever he sa y s, su rely 
he m ust deal with two points, 
one of them serio u s, the other 
fetishistic. The la tte r is, of 
course, 
unilateral 
“ cease 
fire .” The 
sam e people are 
advocating this who advocated 
a year ago a cessation of the 
bombing, insisting that such a 
gesture of m agnanim ity would 
instantly stim ulate the ju ices of 
am iability in the Viet Cong and 
cause them to turn th e ir atten ­ 
tion to the negotiating table. 
It would seem to be very obv­ 
ious — but one should m ake the 
point anyway — that the condi­ 
tions that prevail (as Jim m y 
Durante would put it) under a 
cease fire are not beyond the 
scope of even the m ost p rim it­ 
ive imagination. It is not as 
though the United S tates Gov­ 
ernm ent w ere in a position to 
bring about, let us say, the 
sudden prevalence of m aterial 
plenty, or universal ch arity , or 
fraternal loyalty. 
If with a touch of our wand we 
would endow’ South V ietnam with 
one of those conditions, we 
might justifiably sp ecu late on 
the m agical effects such an en­ 
dowment would 
have 
on the 
Viet Cong. But to c e a se firing 
is m erely to cease firin g ; just 
as to stop the bom bing was 
m erely to stop the bom bing. 
What the VC did when we sto p ­ 
ped the bombing w as to move 
their arm s and am m unition in 
the sam e direction by le s s to r ­ 
tuous m eans. What th e VC would 
do if we ceased firing is contin­ 
ue th eir firing with few er in te r­ 
ruptions. 
If the VC desired su c h condi­ 
tions as would obtain under a 
cease fire , the VC could grab 
the n e a re st Red C ro ss orderly, 
convey the m essage to the n e a r­ 
est U. S. M arine c o rp o ra l, and 
the b ila te ra l cease fire would 
go into effect by m idnight. The 
notion, in short, th at to cease 
fire is to bring us clo ser to 
a solution in V ietnam , or to 
save life s, is rank su p erstitio n : 
w itc h -d o c to r ta lk . P resid en t 
Nixon should find a polite way 
of saying th is. 


The second point is the busi­ 
n ess of the tim e-tab le. The 
principal difficulty with, say, 
such an iron tim e-table as p ro ­ 
posed by Senator G jodell (12 
m onths) is that it strain s, on 
the short side, the plausibility 
of V ietnam ization. If we had 
advised the English, the F rench, 
and the R ussians in, say, m id­ 
sum m er 
1943 that within 12 
months they would have to carry 
the burden alone against G er­ 
many and Italy, we would greatly 
have dem oralized the Allied po­ 
w ers, and perhaps ensured a 
Nazi victory. 


If, on the other hand, we had 
told them that the United States 
would not continue beyond, say 
36 
m onths, they would have 
rallied to what they would have 
considered a rea listic challen­ 
ge. By the sam e token the Uni­ 
ted States should give a sp e­ 
cific date which will satisfy the 
A m erican public that Vietna- 
nuzation is a term inal concept, 
and yet a date far enough in 
the future to satisfy South V iet­ 
nam — and Southeast Asia — 
that any excuse for not accept­ 
ing the challenge suggests the 
inherent 
indefensibility 
of 
Southeast A sia. If by, say, 1972 
the South V ietnam ese, together 
with their allies in that part of 
the 
world, 
using 
Am erican 
equipm ent, 
cannot undertake 
th e ir own defense, then the situ ­ 
ation may well be m ilitary hope­ 
le ss, short of the use of m assive 
and conclusive great-w ar wea­ 
pons against the north.

Warren 
Magnuson, also of Washington, 
to Alan Bible and Howard Can­ 
non of Nevada, Fred Harris 
of Oklahoma, Ralph Yarborough 
of Teicis, Daniel lnouye of Ha­ 
waii and a dozen others, and 
they 
enthusiastically cospon­ 
sored the bill. 
The bill would start the first 
summer with a pilot program 
that would put 3,000 youngsters 
Into the forests and parks for 
90 days. Die kids would main­ 
tain and build campgrounds, 
bridges, trails, dams, picnic 
areas. 
They would, under the leader­ 
ship of capable adults, help In 
forestry seeding, timber stand 
Improvements 
and do other 
basic forest, soil and conserva­ 
tion Improvements.

Along with his cosponsors of 
the bill, Jackson went to con­ 
servation groups, Industry and

Secretary of the Interior Rus­ 
sell Train came out against 
the measure, saying it would 
be too much 
of a budgetary 
strain, that It would be too 
hard to recruit qualified super­ 
visors, and that there would be 
numerous problems In connec­ 
tion wltt civil service classi­ 
fication, 
tort 
claims, 
In­ 
jury 
claims, hours, rates of 
pay, and other difficulties. 
J. N. Peet of the Manpower 
Training Administration lauded 
the objectives of Jackson's bill, 
but said he could not support 
It. 
He cited "limited useful­ 
ness of experience" it would 
provide, high costs,overlapping 
with existing programs, prob­ 
lems with safety and supervis­ 
ion, and finally criticized It 
because It would not limit par - 
ttclpatns 
to 
poverty-level 
youths. 
The bill was opposed on sim­ 
ilar grounds by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity and the 
Bureau of the Budget. So the 
bill was lodged In a House com­ 
mittee, and Sen. Jackson has 
been trying to win White House 
support. 
Just 
recently 
Jackson 
ap­ 


peared before the House Com­ 
mittee to push the bill, and en­ 
countered opposition from Al­ 
fred Edwards, a deputy assis­ 
tant secretary of Agriculture. 
COUNTERING THE argument 
♦hat 
the Youth Conservation 
Corps should be limited to pov­ 
erty-level youngsters, Jackson 
said the strength of his bill 
was that It was not directed 
only to the ghetto, but It calls 
for a mix of youngsters by race 
and economic status. 
"While the Executive branch 
of the government is reluctant 
to endorse my proposal, I have 
found 
widespread agreement 
that there Is an Ideal marriage 
here for Idle youngsters In 
cities and a big job to do In the 
public lands," Jackson 
said. 
"For Instance, some 50 per 
cent of our nattonal park trails 
are In various stages of dis­ 
repair." 
Jackson visited the Hayes Riv­ 
er Camp at Olympic National 
Park, 
a 
privately-operated 
camp, for a first-hand look at 
what youngsters were doing, and 
came away pleased with what 
he saw. While there, he Invited 
the camp director, a Seattle 


school 
teacher, 
to come to 
Washington and testify on behalf 
of his bill. 
"We who have known the out - 
doors know what It can do for•»

the spirit and for self-esteem, 
Jackson said. 
"With House 
passage and presidential ap­ 
proval, the Youth Conservation 
Corps could make life more 
fulfilling for a lot of young­ 
sters."
